strict tests, such as are required in some 
other states, would ‘undoubtedly bar from 
the roads a goodly number of persons who 
are not qualified to drive. 

But the legislature, in its wisdom, did 
not seeTit to handle the matter in that way. 
However it did the next best thing-by pro- 
viding a method for taking away the licen- 
ses of those who prove their unfitness by 
transgressions of this and other statutes. 

As in the case of most laws, the effec- 
tiveness of this one depends largely upon 
the manner of its enforcement. If judges 
and justices of the peace will take up dri 
ers’ permits, whenever the law authoriz 
them to. do so, ‘and if the department . of 
public safety will then: fearlessly use its‘ 
authority to revoke licenses whenever this 
action seems justified, a~ tremendous in- 
crease in public respect for the law may be 
expected. 

Furthermore, the higi s will be rid of 
those drivers who have demonstrated by 
their actions‘ that they e a menace to 
public safety and to themselves. 

The present law may not be all that 
could be desired, but that is no excuse for 
failing-to-enforce it to the letter. — Palm 
Beach Po:
